made to circulate this little “ white-winged” messenger. 





} was much shocked this 
morning and nota little agi- 
tated in my mind as I reaa 
the report and notes from 
our worthy office editor con- 
cerning the circulation of the 
Evangel. 

The statement shows that 
there are now only 1688 sub- 
seribers in good standing, 
These are sent to thirty states 
and foreign countries. To 
distribute this small number 
among so many states shows 
that only a few go to each 
state. 518 to Fla. is not a bad 
showing for that state, but 
there ought to be not less 
than 1000 paid up subscribers 
in Fla. 

I eonfess it is a source of 
embarrassment to me to note 


that the report shows that 
Tenn. has but 257 paid up 
subseribers. Two years ago 
there was reported a church 
membership in Tenn. of 752 
and since that time the num- 
ber of churches had probably 
doubled which ought to make 
wmembership of 1504. In 
this number there ought to be 
at least 500 families represent- 
ed, and every family should 
have the Evangel visit there 
home 52 times ayear. Be- 
side this, there ought to be as 


many families outside the 
church members visited by 


this little visitor. 

Existing conditions gives 
the editors a chance to feel 
that the paper is not apprecia- 
ted by their *“‘Home folks’’ 


as it should be. We do not 
write this as a matter of com- 
plaint, but rather as an incep- 
tive toincite and stimulate 
action on the part of all who 


‘are interested to push the sub- 
-seription list in our own be- 


ioved state. We ought to 
have at least 1500 subscribers 
in Tenn. by the first of Nov. 
Let us go to work atit. 

The matter that the Evan- 
gel contains and is read by 
probably 8240 readers every 
week is of sufficient worth to 
be presented to 50,000 read- 
ers. If it is a blessing to 
$240 people then this same 
blessing ought to be extended 
to six times as many ormore. 

No doubt the change of 
price has had something to do 
with the decrease of subscrip- 
tions. The paper had been 
sent out semi-monthly at fifty 
cents a year until this year it 
was advanced to one dollar 
and made to a weekly and of 
course it will take some little 
time for the people to get ad- 
justed to the change, but by 
proper efforts on the part of 
evangelist and workers this 
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difficulty can soon be over- 
come. 

If the paper is worth pub- 
lishing at all it surely ought to 
be published in large quanti- 
ties. If it is sending forth 
truth and teaching that up- 
lifting and_ instructive the 
more readers the better. 
Judging from the hundreds 
of testimonies that have been 
voluntarily it is of untold va- 
lue. Souls have been fed and 
blest through the paper that 
would have suffered much 
privation without it. Light 
on the scriptures has been re- 
ceived by some through its 
columns who would otherwise 
have been groping in dark- 
ness and their souls languish- 
ing in doubts and fears which 
always means more or less 
torment. 

With the exception of the 
“Chureh of God Messenger’ 
published 
R. M. Singleton and his co- 
workers at Raton. New Mex- 
ico this is the only paper of its 
kind published in the world. 
It is the organ of **The Church

He wasn’t taking them out just 
to get them out into the wilderness, 
but the main thought was to deliver 
them from their burden and unrest, 
toa landof RENT, “‘for this reason 
{ have given you the Sabbath.”’ 

Now we find at Heb. 5:18, that 
they ali didn’t getto that land of 
Rest. Now that land didn’t mean 
heaven, but it meant a place of 
freedom, Rest, quietness and great 
privileges. They came up to Kadesh 
Barnea which means ‘‘Holiness’’ 
hut they rebelled and failed to get 
the Rest. so many fail to get into 
the real Holiness Pentecostal Rest, 
through unbehef. Heb. 4:1. 

“For we which have believed do 
enter into Rest, «* * * although 
the works were finished from the 
foundation of the world. For He 
spake in a certain place of the 
seventh day on this wise, and God 
rested the seventh day from all His 
He that hath 
entered into his Rest, he also hath 
ceased from his works as Ged did 
from His. V. 10. 

Paul said “Not by works lest any 


works.’’ Heb, 4:5,4. 


man should boast but by grace are 
you saved through faith.’? So he 
says there remaineth a Rest for the 
children of God. Soto my mind 
it is plain enough, the sabbath was 
a shadow pointing to the time when 
people could be brought out of 
Egyptian bondage of sin, and into 
tue Pentecostal Rest. Jesus died, 
arose and did the thing He said He 
would do after His ascension; sent 
the Holy Ghost, evidenced by speak- 
ing in tongues, that way we know 


He is not in the tomb, because the 
things happened that He said would 
happen after He wentaway. Every 
time we hear speaking in tongues, 
it is virtually saying the body is 
here of which the shadow pointed 
to. When did the body of this 
great work begin? It began where 
Jesus said “It is finished,’’ but 
Paul said “‘if He be not arisen your 
faith is vain” and Jesus said ‘“‘if I 
go not away the Comforter will not 
come,’’ and again “‘When He comes 
He will guide you into all truth.” 

So we can see it included the 
crucifixion, resurrection, ascension 
and decent of Holy Ghost. So 
when the body took its place the 
shadow then passed out. So we 
hear Isa. 28 say This is the Rest, 
and refreshing, What? the experi- 
ence that brought speaking in ton- 
gues. Well if the sabbath, or 
shadow, stopped at the crucifixion, 
what are we going to do about keep- 
ing a day holy? Why the greatest 
event this world knows of today is 
the resurrection. Paul spoke of 
Jesus being crucified, but in the 
next breath he said “‘but rather 
that He is risen.’ Jesus said, 
‘‘behold I make ALL things new.” 
A new beginning; the gospel dis- 
pensation. He found fault with 
the old covenant, so He made anew. 

‘* All things a new,’’ surely meant 
the rest day also. We find that 
the Jews had three annual feasts, 
and they all have their parts to 
play inthe Church of God; Paul said 
those thingshappened for ensamples. 

A lamb 
was killed “one}: withoat blemish, 
part of it was eaten, and the blood 
sprinkled to sanctify different in- 
struments of the tabernacle. So 
the lamb and spilt blood represents 
Jesus’ crucifixion andjtHe says. as 
oft as you do this you do show forth 
His death and suffering. 

Now the other feast, ‘‘The feast 
ot harvest.’’ They were to bring the 
first fruits to the priest. Jesus was 
the tirst fruit of the resurrection.
